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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed Amendment changed the scope of the base claim 1 by first incorporating a limitation originally 
recited in claim 6, i.e., "wherein the optical path turning system ... includes a prism having two reflection surfaces, said first reflection 
surface being one of the two reflection surfaces of the prism", and then further introducing a new limitation related to the prism, e.g., the 
optical path turning system having the prism being "the farwest away from the polygon mirror".
